And even if 
we could get*over this hurdle, the 
amendment would start a rising 
spiral Of, unnecessary price in- 
creases. The Government would 
be forced to raise ceilings on a 
large number of low-profit items 
which industries always made and 
sold long before the war along 
with the high-profit items, Such 
an amendment could not help but 
cause sharp increases in the ceil- 
ing prices of such items as auto- 
mobiles and household appliances 
which are only now getting into 
large scale production’ and on 
which costs are’, necessarily far 
higher’ ‘than they will be a few 
months from now. 

“Nor can I believe that Con- 
gress -willą finally accept a third 
amendment which will add a bil- 
lion dollars—or $30 for every: 
family—to the Nation’s clothing 
bill without adding one more 
shirt or suit ör pair of pajamas to 
the. clothing stocks in the stores, 

“All of these amendments. ‘and 
fseveral: éthers which have already 
been passed by. the House of Rep- 
resentatives would mean an in- 
crease in the cost of living. Nn one 
can tell exactly Fow. big that in- 
crease would be. The average 
housewife who does the shopping 
for her family is probably the 
best judge. But with demand as 
strong as it is today, prices would 
unquestionably rise sharply long 
before production could catch up, 
In my opinion, the result would 
þe a continuing upward spiral of 
wages and prices ending inevita- 
bly in collapse. 

“These proposed amendments 
put squarely in’front of the Am- 
erican people the question of 
whether we are-going to keep-our 
heads and our stability during 
this critical period or.whether we 


ere going to have a foolish and de- 
structive inflation. I feel sure that 
the people will’ realize that we 
can’t take the lid off for half the 
economy and hold it down for the 
rest. They will quickly see the

She was not permitted to go’ to 
school or church, to have friends 
or playmates, nor to visit anyone 
Her sphere of activity was con- 
fined to the oaghes’ farm, and 
that was-“Where she stole away” 
to visit a neighbor. Mrs. Broach 
found out about it and. threatened 
to beat her if she ever left the 
premises again. The. affidavits go 
on to disclose’ the sordid story of 
how Miss Johnson was beaten with 
a horsewhip, abused and mistreat- 
ed by the Broaches, and how she 
was made to sleep in a henhouse; 
to work from morning till night in 
all kinds of weather doing every 
imaginable’chore:in the house and 
on the farm, 

According to witnesses, when
